Corliss maintained that the

ment distributions invaded the field of 
private enterprise. His various amend- 
ments failed, however, after extended 
debate. 
An amendment by Mr. Lati- 


mer (S. C.) was adopted increasing the 
supply of "farmers' bulletins" issued 
by the agricultural 
department 
and 


distributed by members of congress. 


• Messrs. Sherman, Curtis and Little 
were appointed conferees on the In- 
dian appropriation bill. 


Without objection from any source 


the senate agreed to take a final vote 
on the right of M. S. Quay to a seat 
as a senator from Pennsylvania on 
Tuesday, April 24, at 4 p. m. During 
its session the senate paid its tribute 
to the late Richard Parks Bland, long 
a representative 
from Missouri.

statesman were notable for their ear- 
nestness and eloquence. 
Mr. Jones 


(Ark.) introduced and had adopted a 
resolution calling upon the president, 
if not incompatible with the public in- 
terest, to transmit to the senate a de- 
tailed statement of the expenses of the 
commissioner-general of the Paris ex- 
position. On motion of Mr. Cullom the 
senate non-concurred 
in the 
house 


amendments to the Hawaiian civil gov- 
ernment bill, and 
Senators 
Cullom, 


Lodge and Morgan were named as con- 
ferees. A bill was passed providing for 
allotments of lands in severally-to the 
Indians of the La Pointe or Bad River 
reservation, Wisconsin. 


Chaplain C. C. Pierce of the Eighth 


army corps, who was the first chaplain 
to arrive in the Philippines, and re- 
mained there continuously until he 
returned to the United States with the 
body of Gen. Lawton, has made an offi- 
cial report to the secretary of war on 
the charges of drunkenness in 
the 


Philippines. He says that, although it 
is a fact that more public saloons ex- 
ist today than when the soldiers went 
to Manila, it is also true that there are 
not so many of them as to involve 
a net increase in the number of places 
in Manila where liquor may be pro- 
cured, but, on the contrary, a diminu- 
tion. 
He adds: 
"When I first saw 


Manila the streets .were practically 
lined with little nipa huts, perhaps 
about twelve feet square, in which the 
natives were selling at a merely nom- 
inal price not only fruit and tobacco, 
but also native gin. These 'gin shacks' 
should certainly be included in 
the 


number of drinking places existing at 
the beginning, and their number was 
very large. The character of this na- 
tive drink was so fiery and villainous 
that its effect upon -.such of our men 
as used it was deplorable. It became 
my duty to bury two soldiers who nev- 
er recovered from the effects of drink- 
ing it." The report, concludes with a 
jjlea for "moral suasion and religious 
influence to counteract 
more baneful 


agencies and supplant lower instincts 
with loftier ideals."
